Blasted Out at Narvi‘c,

STOCKHOLM, May 1 (AP).—Un- 
eonfirmed reports said tonight that 
Norwegian forces nad reoccupied 
Btoren, vital railroad junction 35 
miles south of Treudheim, possibly 
after German vanguards had aban- 
doned it. 

Similar advices said Roros, 50 
miles farther southeast on the rail- 
road from Oslo, also had been re- 
entered by the Norwegians. 

The Norwegian telegraph agency 
was quoted in a Reuters dispatch 
tonight as announcing that German 
troops have withdrawn from both 
Roros and Tynset, farther south in 
the Oster Valley. 

The report said Germans taken 
prisoner explained they had to re- 
treat because of a shortage of sup- 
plies. | 

Reports reaching here tonight 
paid sharp fighting still was in 
progress as Allied forces tricd to 
thwart the German advance, but 
there was little doubt here that the 
Germans had established contact, 
however sketchy. 

Other dispatches said a British 
destroyer had _been sunk with 
heavy loss of life in an 11-hour 
German air raid on the Allied

WELL-EQUIPPED 
TROOPS OF ALLIES 
ARRIVE AT NAMSOS

gians were holding them off near 
Stod, where the railroad passes the 
southern end of Lake Snasa. Prof- 
iting by the enforced withdrawal 
of the remnants of the two British 
advance battalions last week, the 
Germans took over about 15 miles 
of the western Steinkjer-to-Nam- 
sos road before the main body of 
French and British troops began 
to arrive. 

The French are said to be hold- 
ing Mamdalseid, with their front 
slightly below it on this western 
main road. This fact-indicates that 
the Allied reinforcements arrived 
in the nick of time. Despite their 
limited forces, the fast-moving Ger- 
mans had driven northward near- 
ly 70 miles from Asen and within 
25 miles of Namsos. It seems’ prob- 
able, therefore, that the Allies 
saved their vital. disembarcation 
point at Namsos by a matter of 
no more than from three to five 
days. The German capture of 
Namsos would have jeopardized 
the entire British-French project 
for a northern descent upon Trond- 
heim. 

Within the last week, the military 
outlook below Namsos has changed 
radically, The Allies have lost 
miles of terrain which. may be 
costly to recapture and they have 
lost a strategic road and railroad 
junction at Steinkjer, but the Al- 
lied expeditionary force in the lop- 
sided Namsos triangle is now in- 
creasing rapidly and ir already re- 
ported to be formidable compared 
to what the German strength is 
believed to be below Namdalseid 
and Stod. If.British fighter planes 
can reduce the air raid effective- 
ness of Nazi bombers, the Allies 
may shortly be in a position to be- 
gin to advance southward. 

Information which I have just 
received indicates’ that the total 
Allied forces in Norway may now 
approach 40,000, instead of an esti- 
mate of 25,000 which was made yes- 
terday. As nearly as can be judged, 
however, it appears that ,German 
troops must still have a numerical 
superiority of approximately two to 
one at the present time, taking into 
consideration all parts of Norway. 
This superiority in numbers seems 
destined to dwindle — from

DEAL FEE OFFER 


Former Aid to Cummings 


Denies Attempt to Bribe 


Lawyer of Missouri Kan- 
sas Pipe Line Investors. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Wiliam Stanley, a former assistant 
attorney-general, characterized as 
“deliberate and malicious false- 
hood” today testimony that as coun- 
sel for the Columbia Gas and Elec- 


tric Corporation he had offered an 
attorney for a group of Missouri- 
Kansas pipe line stockholders a 
$160,000 “bribe” to “be friendly.” 

Appearing before a Senate Judici- 
ary subcommittee, Stanley, who re- 
signed as assistant attorney-general 
in 1935 and later formed a law 
partnership with former Attorney- 
General Homer Cummings, assert- 
ed the testimony was “such a silly 
statement that it should need no 
answer.” 

The statement to which he re- 
ferred was made before the sub- 
committee about two weeks ago 
by Robert W. Woolley, who said 
Stanley offered him the $100,000 a 
few months after leaving the De- 
partment of Justice. 

As Stanley concluded his reply 
today with the “falsehood” char- 
acterization, Woolley, seated across 
the committee table, said bluntly: 
“T can return that doublefold. You 
have lied on several occasions.” 


Hatch Intervenes. 

Chairman Hatch of New Mexico 
of the subcommittee broke in to 
admonish both men that “the rec- 
ord will not be benefited in any 
Way by personal exchanges.” 

The subcommittee has been con- 
sidering a proposal by Senator Nye 
(Rep.), North. Dakota, for an in- 
vestigation of enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws in the natural gas 
and petroleum industry. 

Stanley told the committee that 
his negotiations with Woolley con- 
cerned a private suit between the 
Mokan Pipeline receivers and Co- 
lumbia.

He was employed by Columbia, 
Stanley said, in the Mokan case 
and instructed to work out a settle- 
ment of the suit with Woolley after 
deciding against representing the 
company in the Justice Department 


case. 
Tells of Proposal. 

“At one time,” he said, “I did 
advise Mr. Woolley that, if the De- 
partment of Justice had no objec- 
tion and if the courts in Delaware 
approved, I would recommend to 
my clients that they provide, as a 
part of the money settlement of the 
private suit, an additional $100,000 
for Mr. Woolley’s client so that his 
client might give it to Mr. Woolley 
for his service. 

“Mr. Woolley wanted $500,000 
which I thought was ridiculous and 
told him so. 

“That was the only occasion and 
the only reference which was ever 
made to any sum of money to be 
paid to Mr. Woolley, and it was 
on the distinct understanding that 
it would have to have the approval 
of the Department of Justice and 
the Deleware court.” 

Stanley told the committee it 
was “absolutely untrue” that in 
June, 1935, while he was still in 
the Justice Department, he con- 
templated becoming counsel for 
Columbia, against whom the de- 
partment had brought court pro- 
ceedings. He had no idea of work- 
ing for Columbia, he. said, until 
three months after leaving the de- 
partment. 

Denies Discussing Case. 

He denied also that” he had dis- 
cussed the Columbia case with a 
department official in July of 
1935. 

He testified that he did com- 
municate with Cummings in Europe

Threatens Impeachment Action. 


Representative Dingell (Dem.), 
Michigan, commented that if he 
“sot just a little more wind” of 
any disinclinations by the depart- 
ment to take anti-trust action 
against Columbia because of a “bad 
court,” he would seek impeach- 
ment proceedings. 

Dingell said there had been an 
“admission” before the Senate sub- 
committee that the department 
agreed to a consent decree in a 
ease against Columbia because it 
feared it would be beaten. 


If he found basis for such a be- 
lief, he told the sub-committee, he 
would “rise up on my hind legs 
in the House, and we’re going to 
impeach that Judge and bring him 
before the Senate.” 

“We may not get a conviction,” 
he added, “but there may be a 
change of attitude on the part of 
a Judge who is under a cloud.”

At first Gerling offered to 
give $25,000 of his Own money 
to guarantee the pupils against loss.

He 
contributed $100, instead of $25,000, 
to the fund, then borrowed his own 
$100 gift and $200 additional gifts 
from other persons for his own

Thousands of dollars, in addition 
to the $6000 mentioned in the re- 
port, were lost through the decline 
in value of unlisted bonds which 
Gerling bought from Murphy. 

The losses might have been still 
greater had Gerling not begun to 
make them good with his own funds 
starting last summer when audi- 
tors began investigating irregulari- 
ties in the supply department. He 
apparently saw the “handwriting 
on the waJ!,” knowing that the in- 
vestigation was certain to reach 
his department an<« its accounts. 

All of the $9600 borrowed for per— 
sonal use was paid back, although 
some after long intervals. After 
his forced resignation Jan. 14, Ger- 
ling admitted to the Post-Dispatch 
he had advanced money to himself 
from the relief funds. 


Bought From Brother’s Firm. 

The report showed that the first 
investment Gerling ever made with 
school funds was the $1000 bond he 
bought from his brother’s firm, the 


closed that the “guarantee” was in 


effect only six months, whereas 
the trading account with the Wade 
company was in.use about. six 
years. 

There was no justification for 
operating the Elementary Schools 
Lunch Room Fund, since lunch 
room needs were filled from other 
funds, the report continued. 

One of the expenditures from the 
Children’s Relief Fund was $300 
paid to a newspaper reporter, Leroy 
Oetter, for acting as publicity writ- 
er in the 1930 school tax campaign.

A letter from Philip J. Hickey, 
secretary-treasurer of the School 
Board and former. son-in-law of 
Gerling, informing Gerling that an 
unspent $500 was being returned to 
one account, was found by the 
auditors. They searched for the 


$500 item and finally found that | 


the money was returned to the ac- 
count only after 18 months had 
elapsed. 

The “convention fund account,” 
which Gerling handled for the Mis- 
souri State Teachers’ Association, 
included a hodge-podge of transac- 
tions that had nothing to do with 
teachers’ conventions, the report 
indicated. The fund got its money 
from the rental of snace to exhibi- 
tors at biennial conventions here 
of the teachers’ organization. 

In their searching over a period 
of more than two months, the audi- 
tors were unable to find any au- 
thorization to Gerling from anyone 
permitting him to handle the school 
accounts. Apparently that was a 
function he assumed as Superin- 
tendent. No questions were asked 
about the funds until recent 
months. Questions from teachers 
regarding the reason for investing 
relief funds in questionable stocks 
and bonds were relayed to Gerling 
by the Post-Dispatch starting last 
September. He gave no answers.

18, 1937, Gerling took from. A. 
G. Edwards & Sons $5000 (derived 
from several sales of stocks just 
prior to that date) and on Jan. 
20, 1937, he repaid the $4000 loan to 
the fund, 

“April 7, 1937, the fund loaned 
$3500 to -Gerling, the loan being 
made possible by a payment to 
the fund of $7555 received from A. 
G. Edwards & Sons in full settle- 
ment of their account at that date 
with the fund. April 26, 1937, this 
fund borrowed $5000 from the Ele- 
mentary Schools Lunch Room 
Fund and on the same day de- 
posited that amount with A. G. Ed- 
wards & Sons for further stock 
purchases. 

Gerling borrowed. another $1500 
from the fund June 12, 1937. Two 
days later the fund borrowed an 
equal amount from the Elementary 
Schools Lunchroom Fund, appar- 
ently to fill the gap created by the 
Gerling loan. Gerling repaid the 
debt in installments, finally settling 
the obligation July 1, 1939, by a 
transfer to this fund of 50 shares 
of Seven-Up Bottling Co. common 
| stock. 

Loans to School Employes. 

From the Children’s Relief Fund, 
loans were also made to school em- 
ployes, the auditors reported. They 
said: “The loans of $200 in 1931 
and of $229 in 1932 appear to be pe- 
cuniary assistance to employes.” 

To obtain funds to open an ac- 
count with A. G. Edwards & Sons 
for the Children’s Relief Fund, Ger- 
ling shifted $4000 from the Ele- 
mentary Schools Lunchroom Fund 
and $1000 from the Public Schools 
Relief Fund. 

The auditors tabulated Gerling’s 
borrowings from the Children’s Re- 
lief Fund to show how much time 
elapsed before repayment and how 
much the interest charge would 
have been at 6 per cent. The table 
showed he borrowed and repaid 
$9300 from that fund and the in- 
terest charges at 6 per cent would 
have been $507. But he charged 
himself only 2 per cent interest, 
with total interest payment of $247. 

The loans were repaid from 74 
days to two years and 69 days after 
they were made. A $3500 loan April 
7, 1937, was not fully repaid until 
last June 15. 

Put in Personal Security. 

Examination of the fund showed 
that in one instance Gerling traded 
one of his personal securities for 
one in the fund. Another security 
was purchased by the fund from 
Gerling, with, Gerling the purchas- 
er and seller. : 

The report continued: 

“Note should be made that in his 
personal’ income tax return for 
1936 H. J. Gerling reported the 
purchase and sale of 11 different

Gerling had 14 accounts 
to dabble with. Three bookkeepers 
kept the records straight. 

Wade, who is now out of the 
brokerage business, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he “hiked” 
the prices of stocks and bonds to 
'Gerling’s school accounts because 
he had. guaranteed the funds 
against loss.

NEW YORK, May 1 (AP).— 
A Pittsburgh group offered today 
to pay a million dollar reward for 
the capture of Adolf Hitler, unhurt, 
but specified that the German 
Fuehrer must be delivered into the 
custody of the League of Nations 
before the end of May. 

Samuel Harden Church, president 
of the $28,000,000 Carnegie Insti- 
tute, announced the offer on be- 
half of an unnamed group, which 
he said was acting “in good faith.” 
The announcement was in a letter 
to the New York Times. 

In his letter, Cr rch said that 
Hitler should be delivered “for trial 
before a high court of justice for 
his crimes against the peace and 
dignity of the world.” 

Church said in a telephone inter- 
view with the Times that the pro- 
posal had been discussed for some 
time among some members of the 
Duquesne Club of Pittsburgh after 
private advices reached them that 
Hitler planned an attempt to break 
through on the Western Front 
soon. : 

Church said his group was not 
over-optimistic about the chances 
of achieving its end, but it thought 
the possibility was worth encourag- 
ing. : 

“Common Enemy of Mankind.” 


“IT believe in my heart,” he con- 
tinued, “that Mr. Hitler should be 
held as the common enemy of man- 
kind and brought to justice accord- 
ingly.” 

Church told the Times he had 
no objection to making the offer 
in his official capacity as president 
of the Carnegie Institute as Andrew 
Carnegie founded a peace organiza- 
tion and believed in “the associa- 
tion of nations with power to en- 
force peace.” 

The appeal for Hitler’s capture, 
Church said, was directed to ad- 
venturous youths. He added that 
he considered it unwise to attempt 
to deliver Hitler to the League’s 
seat at Geneva, in the event of cap- 
ture, because the Reich’s army then 
would overrun Switzerland. 

“The proper goal would be En- 
gland,” he said. “But the question 
of trial would be too big for Great 
Britain or any other one country. 
A court of all the civilized nations 
of the world should try such a 
case, and the United States should 
be a member of such a court.” 

Church told the Times that- the 
tribunal would establish a “mag- 
nificent precedent” for any “ad- 
venturer” who hereafter “made 
War upon a peaceful world. 

“That precedent would say that 
such a man would be held person- 
ally responsible for his crime and 
would be executed in punishment 
for it.” 

Text of Offer. 

The text of the offer by Church 
says: 

“In order to prevent further 
bloodshed and outrage in this war 
of the German aggression, I am 
authorized by competent Americans 
to offer a reward of $1,000,000, to 
be paid in cash to the preson or 
persons who will deliver Adolf Hit- 
ler, alive, unwounded and unhurt, 
into the custory of the League of 
Nations for trial before a high 
court of justice for his crimes 
against the peace and dignity of 
the world. This proposal will 
stand good through the month of 
May, 1940.” 

Church said the names of spon- 
sors of the Hitler reward would 
not be made public. 

A retired vice-president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, Church is 
an officer of the French Legion of 
honor. His outspoken opposition 
to Germany at the start of the 
World War won him the decoration 
of Commander of the Crown of 
Belgium and this citation from 
King Albert of the Belgians: 
“You voice was the first to give 
us the assuran. “f American sym- 
pathy and the hope of American 
aid.” 


Reward Offer Causes Study of U. 
S. Neutrality Proclamation. 

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
The offer by. Samuel Harden 
Church, president of the Carnegie 
Institute of a $1,000,000 reward for 
the capture of Adolf Hitler prompt- 
ed State Department officials today 
to make a close study of President 
Roosevelt’s proclamation of United 
States neutrality in the European 
war. 

‘They declined to comment openly 
on whether the reward offer di- 
rectly involved any sections of the 
proclamation but there were vari- 
ous ones which they said might 
bear on the situation. 

_ They explained, for instance, that 

the proclamation (issued Sept. 5) 
declared that “the laws and trea- 
ties of the United States, without 
interfering with the free expression 
of opinion and sympathy, neverthe- 
«less, impose upon all persons who 
may be within their territory and

Evans said he subsequently 
turned over an additional $11,000 to 
Jost, chiefly representing savings 
before illness forced him to quit his 
employment by a shoe company, 
Garden continued.

Mrs. Evans resided at 3967 Lin- 
coln avenue. 

Garden said his client, now in a 
private convalescents’ home in 
Pine Lawn, was in straitened cir- 
cumstances as a result of stoppage 
of the payments by Jost and that 
he might have to be removed to a 
State institution. 


Ledger Turned Over. 


Philip C. Wise, attorney for 
Jost’s widow, who is executrix of 
his estate, said she had turned over 
to him a ledger, found in the Jost 
home, 7726 Cornell avenue, Univer- 
sity City, labeled “Harry L. Jost, 
trustee for Walter Evans.” 


Entries running from Nov. 12, 
1928, to April 4, last, showed vari- 
ous deeds of trust and bonds in 
the account, Wise said, but did not 
indicate there had been a formal 
trust. Wise said he had not had 
an opportunity to examine the ac- 
count carefully. 


It was learned, however, that it 
showed assets valued at $28,485 on 
June 23, 1930, and indicated that 
at that time certain deeds of trust 
were turned over to the company, 
with a credit to Evans in the trus- 
tee account.

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Federal Security Administrator 
McNutt reported today that pri- 
vate employers had hired 18 per 
cent more persons during rch 
than they did in the same month 
last year. 

“Authoritative reports,” he said, 
“indicate that there is an increas- 
ing demand for workers in industry 
and commerce, Slowly but sure- 
ly the level of the country’s great 
reservoir of idle workers’ is fall- 
ing.” 

Despite the optimism voiced in 
McNutt’s report, it was disclosed 
that congress‘o1 '. leaders were 
weighing a suggestion that addi- 
tional funds be allocated to the 
WPA, should need arise before the 
fiscal year closes June 30. Approx- 
imately $1,500,000,000. already has 
been appropriated for relief up to 
that date. } 

Senator Barkley, majority lead- 
er, said more WPA money could be 
obtained by dipping into the $975,- 
000,000 relief appropriation which 
President Roosevelt has requested 
for the first eight months of the 
1941 fiscal year beginning July 1. 
He said, ] owever, that no decision 
had been reached. 

Two Million on WPA Rolls. 

WPA rolls on April 1 listed about 
2,100,000 persons, and officials were 
reported to have estimated that 
enough money remained to keep 
all but 350,000 employed through 
May and June. Taking a differ- 
ent view, some Congressmen have 
predicted elimination of 600,000 re- 
lief clients from the rosters unless 
extra funds are provided for the 
two months. : 

The figures on the March em- 
ployment increase were made pub- 
lic by McNutt in a statement co- 
incident with President Roosevelt’s 
proclamation designating this as 
“National Employment Week.” 

In connection with the procla- 
mation, McNutt instructed State di- 
rectors of 1600 Federal employment 
bureaus and officers of the CCC, 
the National Youth Administration 
and the Office of Education, to co- 
operate with civic organizations 
and private employers to find jobs 
for the unemployed. 

“I suggest,” he said, “that during 
this ‘National Employment Week’ 
there be set up 3000 permanent lo- 
cal committees of representative 
citizens to go over the whole Fed- 
eral and local Governmental em- 
ployment program and to keep con- 
stantly at work stimulating job 
placements.” 

State Job Finding Agencies. 

McNutt said that state publicem- 
ployment services had made more 
placements in March than in the 
same month of any preceding year. 

Of about 250,000 placements made 
through the Federal Employment 
Service, he added, some 218,000, or 
about 90 per cent, were in private 
industry. More than 50 per cent 
of all the new jobs, he said, were 
expected to last over a month. 

Nevertheless, he added, there has 
been a considerable increase in job 
insurance payments. 

“At the same time,” he said, 
“job insurance payments under the 
Federal-State Unemployment Com- 
pensation System amounted to 
$132,500,000 during the first three 
months of 1940, or an increase of 
7 per cent over 1939. 

“Approximately 1,250,000 persons 
received at least one weekly bene- 
fit payment in March. March bene- 
fit payments came to $47,000,000, 
bringing the total paid since the 
system got under way to about 
$957,500,000. 

“The March total was about 6.3 
per cent Higher than payments in 
February.”

RUSSIA STOPS GETTING 
U. 5. TIN AND RUBBER 


Copper Shipments Greatly Di- 
minished, It Is Said in 
Reply to British. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Pointing to’ statistics as _ proof, 
United States officials said today 
that the country’s exports of tin 
and rubber to Russia had ceased 
and that copper shipments had 
greatly diminished despite Russia’s 
recognized normal need of those 
commodities. 

They cited export figures for 
1939 and the first quarter of 1940 
in replying to assertions of Ronald 
Cross, British Minister of Econom- 
ic Warfare, that Germany was ob- 
taining vitally needed war materi- 
als from the United States by way 
of Siberia. 

Cross told the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in London that 
stoppage of such American ship- 
ments was the major objective of 


the British blockade now in force 
against Viadivostok, Russia’s only 
Pacific port. 

Tin, rubber and copper were 
mentioned by Cross as the princi- 
pal items which the British sought 
to intercept. 

Two Soviet freighters carrying 
metals have been seized recently 
by the British, and another Soviet 
steamer turned back to an Ameri- 
can ‘port when warned. 

Officials here pointed out that 
American exports to Russia in 1939 
actually showed a decline of 19 
per cent from 1938 figures. The 
total was $56,638,000, and of that, 
70 per cent went for metal-work- 
ing machinery, ferro-alloys, copper, 
aircraft and petroleum products. 
Shipments of airplanes and parts, 
molybdenum, aluminum, and plants 
and plans for manufacture of avi- 
ation fuel, they added ceased last 
December when the “moral embar- 
go” was instituted. 

_ Commerce Department statistics 
for 1939 show American exports to 
Russia of three commodities cit- 
ed by Cross were: 

Rubber: 11,383,000 pounds valued 
at $2,521,000. 

Tin: 1,957,000 pounds valued at 
$1,012,000. 

Copper: 45,496,000 pounds valued 
at $5,791,000. 

The figures show that there have 
been no shipments of rubber from 
the United States to Russia since 
last December. 

Tin exports in January consisted 
of 2,743,000. pounds valued at $1,- 
403,000, and in February (as a re- 
sult of the “moral embargo”) de- 
clined to 509,0°° pounds valued at 
$187,000. 

Copper exports to Russia in 
January totaled $53,205,000 pounds 
valued at $6,910,000, and in Febru-

The saver will be performing a dis- 
service by withdr.wing the amount 
of his saving from the flow of 
money spent for consumption. 
There will be no means for him 
to put the money back to work by 
investing it. 

“Build-Up for Tax.”

Connely said he understood the

“2. Remove the prohibition 
against the solicitation of orders 
during the waiting period, when. it 
is retained, provided sales do not 
become binding until after the reg- 
istration becomes effective. 

“3. Require that in suits under 
the act a plaintiff prove that a 
misstatement or omission caused 
his loss. Corporations issuing se- 
curities, it should be realized, are 
subject to suits of this character 
along with underwriters. 

“4. Provide that recovery on suits 
alleging misstatements or omission 
of facts be limited to damages. Res- 
cission actions under which a pur- 
chaser seeks return of the full 
purchase price should be abolished 
in suits of this nature. 

“5. Revise the prospectus require- 
ments so that the dissemination $ of 
information can be accomplished 
in a more practical manner than 
at present.” 

Dawes on Spending. 

The question of Government \ 

spending was a major topic last 


night when the chamber heard 
Charles G. Dawes, Chicago banker 
and Vice-President under Calvin 
Coolidge, said President Roosevelt’s 
abolition of the Federal co-ordinat- 
ing service in 1933 was one of the 
chief causes “of the present condi- 
tion of chaos in the business system 
of our Government.” 

The country’s next President, 
Dawes said, would have to combat 
“the largest army of Government 
spenders, wasters and patronage- 
dispensing polticians” in history if 
the nation is to escape bankruptcy 
and ruin. : 

Dawes submitted a plan for bal- 
ancing the Federal budget, based 
on methods which he said proved 
successful at the start of the Hard- 
ing administration in 1921. Dawes 
was budget director at that time. 

When the budget system was in- 
stituted, Dawes continued, Presi- 
dent Harding created and operated 
a system of executive control and 
co-ordination over Government de- 
partments. 

Dawes said that “under this new 
system and presidential leadership 
during the Whole fiscal year of 
1922,” Government expenditures, 
exclusive of debt reduction, were 
reduced from $5,115,927,689 in the 
fiscal year of 1921 to $3,372,607,899 
in the fiscal year of 1922. 

Procedure for Next President. 

Dawes said that, '. “the present

Mayor Would Depict Past 
In Wax in Old Courthouse 


Suggests Re-Creation of Scenes Such as Dred 
Scott Trial, Grant’s Freeing of Slave, 
Meeting of Douglas and Benton. 


On some future date it may be) 
possible for sightseers to walk into 
a room in the old Courthouse and 


see a recreation of Dred Scott’s 
trial, with a wax judge sitting on 
the bench, wax witnesses before the 
court, and a row of dummy spec- 
tators in crinolines and mutton- 
chop whiskers. 

Such a suggestion was made yes- 
terday by Mayor Dickmann after 
he had learned that. President 
Roosevelt had approved a plan for 
the Federal Government to take 
over the Courthouse and maintain 
it as a historic site. 

The Mayor said he felt that some 
of the historic incidents which oc- 
curred in the building should be 
commemorated. He mentioned, be- 
sides the Dred Scott case, the oc- 
casion on whicb Ulysses S. Grant 
publicly freed his onlv slave, and 
the meeting at which United States 
Senators Stephen 4. Doyglas of 
Illinois and Thomas Hart Benton 
of Missouri planned the first rail- 


road from St. Louis to the West 
Coast. : 

Grant freed his slave in the ro- 
tunda of the building before going 
to join the Union forces in the Civil 
War. “The Mayor suggested that 
either a wax replica of this scene 
or a statue of more durable ma- 
terial be set up on the first floor 
to commemorate it. 

The Mayor felt that the building 
should be restored as much as pos- 
sible to its original condition. He 
estimated that it would take at 
least $250,000 to recondition it. He 
said he also would recommend that 
some of the rooms be set aside as 
a museum for the St. Louis Acad- 
emy of Science. 

- Control of the building, when the 
Government takes it over from the 
city, will be in the hands of the 
National Park Service, which will 
make it part of the riverfront me- 
morial. Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes has estimated it 
would cost $35,000 a year to main-

The twenty-second annual con- 
vention of the American Zinc In- 
stiute closed last night with a 
dinner at the Missouri Athletic 
Club, following discussions of 
trends in zinc marketing and re- 
cent developments in production 
and galvanizing processes at busi- 
ness sessions at Hotel Statler. 

A sharp increase in the sale of 
galvanized metal sheets to South- 
ern farmers for structural purposes 
was predicted in a talk by Paul 
Huey, Western division manager 
of the “Progressive Farmer.” 
principal use of zinc in the Unit- 
ed States is in the manufacture of 
galvanized sheets. 

Huey based his forecast on in- 
ceased production in the last few 
yegrs of livestock and dairy prod- 
ucts in 14 Southern states. As a 
result, farmers there prospered, he 
said, and planned to construct new 
barns and reroof old structures with 
non-rusting, galvanized sheets, 

In discussing progress in elec- 
tro-galvanizing ‘processes, J. A. 
Singmaster of New York referred 
to the part zinc-coated wire is play- 
ing in England’s air and sea de- 
fense.. Such wire, he said, was 
used to hold captive balloons em- 
ployed for air defense and in net- 
ting for defense against subma- 
rines. 

In another sectional meeting J. 
L. Schueler, general superintendent 
of the Continental Steel Corpora- 
tion, said almost 500,000 tons of 
slab zinc were used in the United 
States each year, and of this 
amount slightly more than 43 per 
cent was for galvanizing, discuss- 
ing hot dip galvanizing, Schueler 
said present experiments in the 
process made for heavier and more 
flexible coatings on wire and sheets,

It Is First Separate Building of 
Kind for Negroes in 
St. Louis. 

The new Stowe Teachers’ and 
Junior College, for Negroes, opened 
today at 2615 Pendleton avenue. 
It is the first. separate building for 


a Negro teachers’ college in St. 
Louis. Heretofore, the college was 
in the Simmons School, 4306 St. 
Louis avenue. 

The new three-story building cost 
about $450,000, with the Public 
Works Administration furnishing 
45 per cent of the money. Some 
work is still in progress. There 
are. 235 students enrolled in the 
teachers’ college and 119 in the 
two-year junior college, with a fac- 
ulty of 20 for both units. 

The building is of simplified 
modern design with buff brick 
trimmed with Bedford stone.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 1 
(AP).—Committee reports urging 
President Roosevelt to recall his 
personal peace envoy to the Vati- 
can and asking the (“lethodist 
Church to go on record requesting 
the United States to remain out of 
the European war were before dele- 
gates to the general conference of 
the Methodist Church today. 

The Interdenominational Rela- 
tions Committee of the church re- 
ported yes.erday that: 

“His (Myron C. Taylor’s) appoint- 
ment has created a spifit of un- 
easiness and resentment in the 
minds of a great many people, and 
instead of promoting peace has en- 
gendered discord and strife, which 
seems calamitous at this time when 
there is imperative need for har- 
monious unitea action on the part 
of all chose who fear God and love 
righteousness.” 

Asserting that the principles ex- 
pressed in the Bill of Rights could 
be preserved only by maintaining 
a coniplete separation of church 
and state, the committee indorsed 
a statement made last week by the 
Council of Bishops opposing “any 
establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions between the Vatican and the 


‘United States.” 


The other report, asking that the 
United States remain neutral and 
help build a “federati6n of nations” 
was submitted by the Committee 
on the State of the Church, headed 
by Dr. E. F. Tittle of Evanston, Il. 

A nine-man _ judicial council, 
which will arbitrate disputes aris- 
ing in the new church, was elected. 
Dr. Francis R. Bayley of Baltimore, 
the “chief justice,” was elected for 
an eight-year term.

SPECULATED ON BY DR. USHER 


Attack Possibly Designed to Help 
Italy, Russia and Japan Expand 
While Allies Are Occupied, 

Germany’s purpose in invading 
Norway may be to prevent an Al- 
lied campaign in Southeastern 
Europe or to keep England and 
France occupied while Germany’s 
supporters, Italy, Russia and Ja- 
pan, expand their own territories, 
Dr. Roland G. Usher, professor of 
history, Washington University, 
said last night in a talk at the an- 
nual meeting of the Missouri His- 
torical Society at Hotel Coronado. 

The importance of the conflict in 
Norway is in the effect it will have 
on European neutral nations, for 
if the Allies fail to gain a decisive 
victory there the neutrals are likely 
to surrender to Hitler and Stalin, 
Dr. Usher asserted. He said a suc- 
cessful Allied campaign in South- 
eastern Europe, in which they 
would gain control of the Danube 
and Black Sea, would cut off sup- 
plies to Germany and Russia and 
probably bring victory to the Allies 
quickly.

Thus freedom and “secrecy” of 
the election were safeguarded, 
though nobody was told who had 
chosen the one candidate whose 
name was on the slip.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 1 (AP). 
~William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
yesterday that CIO Chieftain John 
L. Lewis had ambitions to be Pres- 
ident of the United States and was 
trying to form a third party so he 
could become its candidate.

G. S. Jenkins Describes Pressure 
Tubes Used in Place of 
Explosives. 

A new method of mining coal, in 
yhich an expanding high-pressure 
tube is substituted for explosives, 
was described yesterday before the 
convention of the American Mining 
Congress at Cincinnati by G. S. Jen- 
kins, assistant general manager of 
the ‘Consolidated Coal Co. of St.

The Consolidated company has 
been using the tubes, which are

mine for several months, The tubes, 
which range from three to seven 
feet in length and expand from 5 
to 11 inches, push the layers of coal 
apart. They are expanded by 
liquid forced into them by an elec- 
tric pump. 

Jenkins said they produce firmer 
elumps of coal and eliminate the 
danger of flying coal or rocks and 
production of gas.

NOW GOES TO ROOSEVELT 


House Passes Measure Giving 
President Regulation Over For- 
eign-Held Investments in U. S. 
WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).—

POWERFUL SOVIET 
RADIO STATION 
DIRECTED AT U. S. 


First Broadcast Picked Up by 
Amateur in Richmond 
: ts. 


A test broadcast to the United 
States by a powerful short-wave 
station at Moscow, which the an- 
nouncer said was the “first broad- 
cast for America,” was heard to- 
day by Jule P. Miller, an amateur 


radio operator, at his home, 12 
Ridge Top drive, Richmond 
Heights. 

Miller, vice-president of the Pet 
Milk Sales Co., said the station 
seemed to be operating with a “ter- 
rific’ amount of power on a direc- 
tional beam aimed at New York. 

The woman announcer, speaking 
in English, identified the station as 
RW96 and gave its frequency as 
15,180 kilocycles. Apparently be- 
cause of a misadjustment, the 
broadcast was actually at 14,245 
kilocycles, in the frequency band 
assigned to amateurs. 

Only such phrases as “Moscow 
calling New York” and “trial 
broadcast for America” and repe- 
titions of station letters and fre- 
quency were heard. It was noted 
that today, May day, a Soviet holi- 
day, would-be appropriate for 
opening a powerful new propa- 
ganda station. 


SUGGESTS REDUCTION IN PAY 
OF ELECTION BOARD WORKERS 


Offers Economy Proposal 
Connection With New — 
City Budget. 

A suggestion that the Board of 
Election Commissioners econo- 
mize by reducing the pay of tem- 
porary office clerks from $6 to $4 
a day, and of temporary typists 
from $4 to $3 a day, was made by 
George B. Tracy, chairman of the 
Efficiency Board, in connection 
with approval of the new munici- 
pal budget yesterday. 

Tracy said that 74 temporary 
clerks who will serve until after 
the November election averaged 
$162 a month and 14 temporary 
typists averaged $108 a month un- 
der the present rate of pay. Their 
work was comparable to that of 
city employes at $110 and $80 a 
month, he contended. 

He related that the Election 
Board had called attention to the 
responsibility placed on its clerks 
and the need for capable help, but 
asserted that one of the temporary 
clerks had been dropped from a 
$130-a-month city job because he 
could not pass an examination. 

Tracy’s suggestion was made in 
a report to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, which  ap- 
proved a municipal budget of 
$20,066,411. A $575,000 request by 
the Election Board was cut to 
$500,000, although the Election 
Board has questioned the city’s 
power to withhold funds it calls 
for.

MAY OLD-AGE PENSION CHECKS 
AVERAGE $19.17 FOR ST.LOUIS 


131 Fewer Mailed Here Than in 
April; Pensioners in County 
Get About $17.45 Each. 

State old-age pension checks for 
May were mailed last night by the 
State Social Security Commission 
to 9614 pensioners in St. Louis, 
who will receive an average of 
$19.17 each. There were 131 few- 
er pensioners and the average 
check was 2 cents less than in 
April. In St. Louis County, 1961 
pensioners will receive an average 

of $17.45 each. 

The old-age pension rolls for the 
State carries the names of 88,522 
persons, an increase of 2380 pen- 
sioners over April. The pension 
payments for May totaled $1,433,- 
645, an average of $16.22 per pen- 
sioner. This is a reduction of 10 
cents from the April average. 

The commission fixed the May 
direct relief allotment for St. Louis 
at $119,700, or $14,364 less than 
April. The funds will provide an 
average of $17.50 for 6840 cases. 
Last month the allotment provided 
an average of $18 for 7448 cases. 

Hubert Harris, secretary-admin- 
istrator of the St. Louis relief of- 
fice, attributed the reduction in di- 
rect relief cases here to the fact 
that some persons on relief are be- 
ing transferred to old-age pension 
or dependent children rolls, while 
others are returning to WPA jobs 
or obtaining seasonal employment.

Three-fourths cup shortening, two 
cups sugar, grated rind of one 
lemon, three eggs, three and one- 
half cups sifted cake flour, four 
teaspoons phosphate baking pow- 
der, three-fourths teaspoon salt, one 
and one-fourth cups milk. 

Cream shortening, sugar and 
lemon rind together. Beat egg 
yolks until thick and lemon-col- 
ored; add to the creamed mixture. 
Sift cake flour, baking powder and 
salt together; add alternately to 
the creamed mixture with the milk. 
Beat until smooth, Fold in the egg 
whites, beaten stiff but not dry. 
Bake in three eight-inch or two 
nine-inch greased layer pans. Bake 
in a moderately hot oven (375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) 25 minutes or 
until they spring back lightly from 
the touch in the center. 

For the filling: 

One-fourth cup flour, § three- 
fourths cup sugar, one egg, slightly 
beaten, one-fourth cup lemon juice, 
one-half cup water, rind of one-half 
lemon, one-half tablespoon butter. 

Sift flour and sugar together. 
Add slightly beaten egg and lemon 
juice. Blend until smooth. Heat 
water and lemon rind in top of 
double boiler. Add gradually to egg 
mixture. Return to double boiler 
and cook until thick, stirring con- 
stantly. Stir in the butter. Cool to 
lukewarm and spread between lay- 
ers Of cake. Ice the cake with 
boiled icing or sift confectioners’ 
sugar over the top.

Often Is Best; 
Says Physician

ESIGNATION is a Roman vir- 
Rise that seems to have died out 

of the modern world, especially 
when it comes to sickness. People 
hear about all the wonders of mod- 
ern medicine, so they think the doc- 
tor should pull some brand-new 
remedy out of the hat which will 
cure them right away and save 
them the necessity of suffering. 

Sometimes the modern remedies 
do more harm than good and it 
would be better to depend on Na- 
ture’s own means of cure which, 
though a little slower, are surer 
and less fraught with complications. 

Doctors are not immune to this 
urge to take some new remedy. A 
colleague of mine had a little cold. 
It was not very bad; a little more 
severe than usual, but it hung on. 
He went South for a week or two. 
When I saw him I said, “How do 
you feel?” He said, “I can’t under- 
stand it. I’m not sick but I feel so 
weak. I’ve done everything for this 
cold; I’ve even taken sulfapyridine.” 
Well, no wonder the felt weak. It 
was probably due to the sulfapyri- 
dine. Nature and sunshine, if let 
alone, probably would have cured 
his cold. 

All this applies especially to chil- 
dren. Nature’s great remedies of 
rest, and time, and water, and sun- 
shine work well with babies be- 
cause they have another great natu- 
ral reserve force to help them out, 
which is the dynamo of young life. 

Doctors should tell parents the 
story of the woman who went into 
the toy store and said to the pro- 
prietor, “But your toys are so old!” 
He replied, “Yes, madam, but the 
children are new.” Nature’s reme- 
dies are old but they work well on 
the new crop of children. 

At the beginning of any illness a 
child appears desperately sick and 
the young doctor too often thinks 
of something that is spectacular. 
He wants to give a new drug or a 
blood transfusion, whereas time 
and rest and water will bring about 
relief in due time without any dan- 
ger. Water, internally or by cold 
sponge baths, will do more to help 
a fever than many a capsule of a 
drug. 

One ancient practice that should 
be discouraged is to purge a sick 
child daily. Children who are sick 
in bed do not eat or exercise and 
naturally the bowels are sluggish. 
Sick children should not be allowed 
out of bed too soon, or returned to 
their daily routine too soon after a 
fever. 

A wise child specialist, Dr. Cald- 
well Summers, says that Nature’s 
best nurse is the child’s mother. 
She is most interested and, if she 
is intelligent, she will co-operate 
in carrying out the orders. He also 
says a good word about cleanliness 
in treating skin infections, ab- 
scessed ears, purulent noses and a 
thousand other purulent conditions. 
Antiseptics are all right, but too 
much cannot be expected of them; 
the main healing factor is cleanli- 
ness. The muco-pus must be re- 
moved before the antiseptic can be 
of benefit.

At a cursory glance North could 
be fairly certain of only two tricks 
against the four-spade contract, 
namely, the ace and king of clubs. 
The timid or inexperienced player 
would shudder at the very thought 
of doubling. He would feel that 
his diamonds were worthless 
against a spade declaration. He 
would expect declarer either to ruff 
away losing diamonds in the dum- 
my or to discard them on East’s 
advertised. heart suit. 

An expert in the North position 


-would fear neither of these contin- 


gencies. The bidding would clearly 
tell him that East’s heart suit was 
none too solid, since East had failed 
to rebid the suit and had given only 
a gingerly spade raise, from one to 
two. West, on the other hand, had 
clearly disclosed that he was not 
extremely strong in trumps by ap- 
proaching a game in spades, rather 
than jumping to it after East's 
raise. On top of everything else, 
North could be virtually sure that 
his partner had four trumps and 
was extremely short in diamonds, 
as, of course, dummy would be also. 
But North could tell that South 
probably would be able to overruff 
the diamonds that declarer inev- 
itably would find he had to ruff in 
the dummy. 

It might be imagined that South 
had a better double of four spades 
than did North, but such was not 
the case. While it’s true he had 
hearts covered, he could not tell 
about the diamond situation, which 
could or could not be a splendid 
au#@liary suit for the declarer, de- 
pending on declarer’s and dummy’s 
holdings. For all South could tell, 
dummy might have three diamonds 
to something like the Q-J, and a 
singleton club; in that case, South’s 
spades would be picked up and the 
diamond suit merrily run off. 

North opened the club king and 
when his partner played low (South 
looked far ahead and wanted to re- 
tain clubs as cards of exit), North 
shifted to his top heart. Dummy’s 
ace won, and declarer attempted to 
cash the ace and king pene 
discarding a club from dummy on 
the second. But South ruffed and 
returned the queen and another 
club. ruffed, and now all 
that declarer could do was to make 


as many trump tricks as possible.

From New York: I have been re- 
buked for saying “Am I not?” Sev- 
eral friends, college graduates, in- 
sist that I-say “Aren’t I?” Which 
is correct? Foreign Born. 

Answer: There are many who 
cleave naively to “aren’t I?,” but 
when they are reminded that it is 


a contraction for “are not I?” they 
at once see that the expression is 
not only utter nonsense, but entire- 
ly indefensible as well. 

“Are” used with the personal pro- 
noun “I” is as ridiculous as “he 
am, she are, I is.” 

The ungrammatical “aren’t I?” 
worked its way into common usage 
through error. At one time “A’n’t 
I?” (pronounced “ahnt I”) was 
used as the contraction for “Am 
not I?” In time “a’n’t” became 
“ain't,” and, when this was gen- 
erally stigmatized as a vulgarism, 
“aren’t I?” came forward to 
astound and confound us. 

You are correct, Foreign Born, 
in saying “am I not?” Refer your 
critics to any standard English 
grammar.

HE rule has always been strict

Gaily Colored 
Color the soap with vegetable 
dyes when the youngsters are ready 
to make soap bubbles, They will be 
lovely to look at and probably lure 
the oldsters into blowing a few. 
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Peanut Cookies (4 Dozen) 

One-half cup fat; one-half cup 
peanut butter; one and one-half 
cups dark brown sugar; one-half 
cup granulated sugar; two eggs, 
beaten; one-fourth cup sour milk 
(or buttermilk); one teaspoon va- 
nilla; one-half teaspoon salt; four 
and one-fourth cups flour; one tea- 
spoon baking powder; one teaspoon 
soda; one-half cup chopped salted 
peanuts. 

Cream fat and peanut butter un- 
til soft. Add the sugars and beat; 
until very creamy. Add eggs, milk, 
vanilla, salt, flour, baking powder 
and soda. Mix lightly. Chill the 
dough if convenient. Drop portions 
of the dough from the tip of a 
spoon onto greased baking sheets. 
Flatten each cooky with a fork, 
dipped in flour to prevent sticking. 
Lightly sprinkle with peanuts. 
Bake 10 minutes in a moderate 
oven. 


String Beans With Bacon. 


Remove any strings that may be 
on the beans, cut into short lengths 
and wash. Chop finely one-fourth 
pound bacon and fry in a sauce- 
pan without crisping. Now add 
beans, cover and simmer very 
slowly for 20 minutes, shaking the 
pan occasionally to prevent stick- 
ing. Then cover with boiling wa- 
ter and cook slowly for three- 
fourths hour, allowing the water to 
cook away when the beans are 
nearly done. Season with salt and 
pepper and serve. 


Inexpensive Linens. 

If ironed carefully cheap linen 
can be made as glossy as damask. 
After washing, boiling and rinsing, 
wring dry and roll in a clean cloth. 
Let it stay rolled for two hours and 
then iron until thoroughly dry. 
This will insure a gloss and keep 
the linen in better shape than if 
hung on the line.
